1904 {n the Unlted States against 87 in
1005, 87 in 2004, 100 In 1003, 9 in 1002 and
185 {n 1901,

The vietima of the 72 lynchings of the
Yenr Wera Oho negro; woman, two white
men and 89 negro men.  Tho crime
eharged to the two white men was mur-
qer, nnd this is true of tha negro woman.
Of the 63 negro men, 14 wire chargoed
with eriminal assault, 19 with attempted
eriminal as=ault and one with asgault and
mirder, There were 31 1lynchings of ne-
groes charged with murder, five murderd
having been chnrged agninst jone of the
vietims, four agninst another and two
against another, Tho rest wers killed for
guch offenges as slealing n enlf, stenling
o stlver dollar, ewrrying o tonded, platol,
making improper proposals to white wo-
men, and miscegenation.

Aceording to this report Missinsippl
has more lynchings to its credit than.any
other Stats (13), whila Georgia and Lou-
Islnnn come next with nine ench, Texar
anil Florida with six ench, and Alabama
and the two Corollnas Wwith five each.
